settlements in the area. The pioneers living in the 
two communities decided they'd be better pro- 
tected from Indian attacks if they united. They 
chose a point midway between their settlements, 
naming the new town Midway. The converts to 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
from Switzerland who settled Midway made 
cheese and butter, while their cows and other 
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livestock roamed fields fenced with wild roses. 
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
